You  may  want  to  play  up  this  feature  of 
the  release.    Another  OPA  release  (OPA-4547)  which  may  be  of  specia-l  local 
interest  has  to  do  mth  maximiam  prices  that  v;ill  be  established  next  fall  at 
country  shipping  points  for  linia  beans,   cauliflower,   celery,  eggplant,  sweet 
peppers,  and  tomatoes.     This  is  in  line  with  new  Congressional  requirements 
that  notice  of  price  ceilings  to  be  established    for  crops  planted  annually  be
